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The affidavit filed on 07/20/2006 under 37 CFR 1.131 has been considered but is 
ineffective to overcome the Takano et al. reference. 

The evidence submitted is insufficient to establish diligence from a date prior to the date 
of reduction to practice of the Takano et al. reference to either a constructive reduction to 
practice or an actual reduction to practice. 

The evident submitted shows no account for the entire period during which diligence is 
required. The entire period during which diligence is required must be accounted for by either 
affirmative acts or acceptable excuses.

Applicant, on page 9 and page 12 of his response, argues that Fors fails to teach a gateway, 
system, or call-control methods for sending to a mobile network a signal indicator, referred to as 
a "heightened signal indicator," that explicitly prompts the mobile network to recognize a 
particular path or gateway as a preferred path or gateway for handing off a call. However, the 
Examiner disagrees. Fors discloses the handoff request message triggers serving MSC 251 to set 
up the necessary circuits and send a FACDIR2 message. CAG 214 receives the MAP FACDIR2 
message from serving MSC 251 and sends a MAP facdir2 message back in response. Serving 
MSC 251 then sends an initiate handoff message to serving BS 250. This initiate handoff 
message would be a Clear Command signaling serving BS 250 to clear its wireless resources 
supporting MS 201. The applicant's attention is directed to the disclosure of the reference Fors et 
al., from paragraph 31 to paragraph 33.
